Protest 
due over 
finances 
of council 

PROTESTERS will be out 
in force today, outside Wal¬ 
sall Council House ahead of 
the crunch meeting taking 
place tonight, where a final 
vote will be held on the au¬ 
thority’s budget cuts. 

The Walsall Against Cuts 
group is to stage the demon¬ 
stration when members 
of Walsall Council meet to 
debate the controversial 
budget. 

Members of the group 
say they are taking action 
because they believe the 
authority should make a 
greater stand against big 
Government funding cuts 
which have led to the budget 
being slashed. Scores of ban¬ 
ner-waving campaigners are 
expected to gather at the 
local authority base for the 
protest. 

A series of leaflet drops 
have taken place across the 
area to highlight the event 
and members gathered in 
the town centre on Satur¬ 
day to advise residents of 
the demonstration. 

Chairman of Walsall 
Against Cuts, Martin Lynch, 
a member of the National 
Union of Teachers who 
works in Halesowen, said he 
hoped it would be a ‘signif¬ 
icant’ demonstration. He 
said: “We will hold a protest 
at the council meeting on 
Thursday. 

“We will assemble from 
5pm outside the council 
house.

Her mother Shelley, who was driving a Re¬ 
nault Clio, was continuing to fight for her life 
following the accident. Tributes have poured in

The school said: “Natasha 
was a model student who 
loved performing arts and 
sport. She was popular with 
staff and students alike and 
will be sadly missed. 

“Our thoughts and 
prayers are with the family 
at this very difficult time.” 

Natasha’s brother, 
17-year-old Callum, had 
been in the front seat of the 
Clio at the time it crashed 
with an AdamsTours coach. 
He has since been released 
from hospital. 

Her 45-year-old mother 
was, at the time of going 
to press, in a ‘critical’ con¬ 
dition. The family are be¬ 
lieved to have lived in St 
John’s Road, Pelsall until 
they moved to St Paul’s 
Crescent in the village two 
months ago. 

Inundated 

Natasha was a keen foot¬ 
baller and played for for 
Wyrley Pumas, the female 
section of Wyrley Juniors 
FC and later Burntwood 
Phoenix. 

Wyrley Juniors club 
chairman Keith Hardy, 
said: “She was a quiet, very 
well-mannered girl who was 
very enthusiastic. She was a 
credit to her family..” 

A Facebook page set up in 
Natasha’s memory has been 
inundated with tributes. 
Donna Selvey said: “Taken 
too soon, deepest of sympa¬ 
thy for her family, and wish 
her mom and brother well 
in their recovery, so sad RIP

Angel.” Firefighters were 
called to the scene at Valley 
Road in Blakenall at 8.15am. 
The road was closed at all its 
junctions for more than four 
hours for investigations. 

Natasha’s mother was 
treated for serious multiple 
injuries and was airlifted 
to the major trauma centre 
at University Hospital of 
North Staffordshire. Cal¬ 
lum was treated for pelvic 
injuries and was taken to 
the same hospital for fur¬ 
ther assessment. The coach 
is owned by Bloxwich-based 
Adams Tours and was trans¬ 
porting seven children from 
Shelfield Academy. 

Meanwhile, concerned 
residents and councillors 
called for safety measures 
to be introduced along the 
road - as it emerged that a 
bus crash happened there 
five months ago.

Steroids 
sex beast 
locked up 
by judge 

A DRUG-FUELLED body¬ 
builder who set out to rape 
two women - pouring a cor¬ 
rosive substance over one 
after trying to strangle her 
- is behind bars. 

Thomas Morris, aged 20, 
was pumped up on steroids, 
the amphetamine M Cat and 
Viagra when he carried out 
the two sexually-motivated 
assaults. In one terrifying 
attack, he tricked his way 
into a victim’s home by 
claiming he had seen an in¬ 
truder in her garden. 

Morris, of Foxtail Way, 
Cannock, then put a cloth 
over her face, tried to stran¬ 
gle her and, while she was 
unconscious, poured a corro¬ 
sive substance on her body, 
leaving her with burns, Staf¬ 
ford Crown Court was told. 

He had planned to sexu¬ 
ally assault the woman but 
left without doing so. 

It was the second of two 
assaults by Morris in the 
same day. Earlier, he had 
taken a young woman to a 
secluded spot near Chasewa- 
ter Country Park. But she 
had managed to push him 
away and get free. He later 
took her back to Walsall. 

Judge Michael Elsom 
locked Morris up for five 
years and eight months. He 
admitted two charges of as¬ 
sault with intent to commit 
a sexual offence. He also 
admitted inflicting grievous 
bodily harm, assault caus¬ 
ing actual bodily harm and 
assault by beating.

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New recruits wanted for uni 'Army' 


STUDENTS and staff are being 
urged to sign up to a new army pla¬ 
toon which is being set up by the 
University of Wolverhampton. 

The educational establishment 
is to become one of the first in the 
country to offer army training. 

It will see those who sign up made 
members of the Army Reserve, for¬ 
mally known as the Territorial 
Army. That could see them called 
up for action if needed by the regu¬ 


lar army. Free basic army training 
will be offered to students and staff 
aged between 18 and 43. 

And the ‘recruits’ will be paid 
£424 a year, increasing to £1,674 
after five years. 

Bosses at the university have 
been working with 143 - West Mid¬ 
lands - Brigade and 4 Mercian Reg¬ 
iment to develop the platoon. 

They told potential recruits that 
the training would develop every as¬ 


pect of their lives. Training will take 
place during evenings and weekends 
and there will also be a two-week 
annual army camp. 

Lianne Bradbury, the University 
of Wolverhampton’s Armed Forces 
co-ordinator, urged students and 
staff to sign up. 

Training will take place at the 
Army Reserve Centre in Fallings 
Park. As well as basic Army train¬ 
ing, recruits will learn military 


skills and take part in activities like 
climbing, scuba diving and kayak¬ 
ing. 

Bosses said that people who meet 
the requirements to join the Army 
Reserve would be eligible for train¬ 
ing allowances and a tax-free lump 
sum called a Bounty. 

Recruitment sessions are taking 
place today, Thursday, from 11am 
to 2pm at The Performance Hub in 
the Walsall Campus.

as patient numbers soar. 

Between April and De¬ 
cember there were 20,737 
admissions to the hospital 
with the numbers through 
the doors up every month 
compared to what is ex¬ 
pected. 

In October there were 
2,421 admissions, which was 
281 higher than the target. 

The planned target is 
25,098, which is expected to 
be exceeded. In 2011/12 the 
number of admissions was 
just 22,128. 

Hospital bosses have said 
a £14m upgrade is necessary 
to cope with the rising num¬ 
ber of patients. 

Mr Winnick said: “What 
is needed at the Manor as a 
result of the very large num¬ 
ber of extra patients is two 
extra medical wards, rede¬ 
velopment of intensive care, 
work for the A&E section, 
and extension to maternity 
facilities.” 

In December the hospital 
dealt with 94.2 per cent of 
patients within the Govern¬ 
ment target of four hours 
- below the 95 per cent Gov¬ 
ernment target. 

The hospital has dealt 
with increasing demands 
from the Staffordshire area 
and a recent norovirus out¬ 
break put further pressure 
on beds last month. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust chief executive Rich¬ 
ard Kirby said: “I think we 
would find it a real chal¬ 
lenge in accommodating the 
Staffordshire work we are 
going to be asked to do in 
a few years time if we don’t 
get that capital resource.

A CRACKDOWN has been 
launched after engineering 
equipment was stored at a 
marina without permission.

But the site’s 
owners have appealed and 
say they should be allowed 
to use the site for storage. 

Owners also claim there 
has not been a breach of reg¬ 
ulations and that they have 
not been given enough time 
to comply. 

A report by Lichfield Dis¬ 
trict Council’s development 
control manager Claire 
Billings states: “The site 
is located within the West 
Midlands green belt outside 
of any settlement bound¬ 
ary where it is subject to a 
stricter degree of develop¬ 
ment control. 

“The use of the land for 
the open storage of large 
pieces of equipment used 
in civil engineering projects 
represents inappropriate 
development in green belt 
and no very special circum¬ 
stances have been demon¬ 
strated to outweigh the 
harm.”

Jobless rise 
for borough 

DESPITE unemployment 
in the UK falling national¬ 
ly, job queues are getting 
longer in Walsall. National 
figures show a 125,000 drop 
between October and De¬ 
cember to 2.34 million. 

In the West Midlands un¬ 
employment fell by 31,000 
to 226,000, although at 8.2 
per cent the region’s jobless 
rate is higher than the 7.2 
per cent national average. 

But in Walsall the claim¬ 
ant count rose by 238 to 
8,254, or 4.9 per cent of the 
borough’s working popula¬ 
tion. Nationally the number 
of people claiming jobseek¬ 
er’s allowance fell 27,000 to 
1.22 million last month.

Praise for Pc who dragged burning bin lllMM 


A POLICE officer who helped save resi¬ 
dents from a killer arsonist by dragging a 
burning wheelie bin away from homes has 
been praised by a judge. 

Pc Paul Florey was patrolling in Wych- 
bold Close, Willenhall, in the early hours of 
October 8, 2012 following reports of a house 
fire when he spotted flames up to 8ft high 
lapping up against an external door. 

He forced open a garden gate and man¬ 
aged to pull the bin - which had been 
jammed up against the handle in a delib¬ 
erate attempt to trap residents - clear of 
properties before the blaze was able to take 
hold inside the maisonettes. 


Officers later arrested 20-year-old Aiden 
Elmore who admitted starting the fire. 

He also admitted sparking another in 
Southey Close, Short Heath, where 68-year- 
old Victor Moore died in a communal hall¬ 
way after being overcome by smoke. 

Elmore was jailed for life at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last November where 
Judge John Warner praised Pc Florey for 
his brave actions. 

And last week Pc Florey - who works 
with the emergency response unit in Wal¬ 
sall - received an official Judge’s Commen¬ 
dation. He said: “It was just before 2am 
when a shout came over the radio alerting 


officers to a flat fire in Southey Close and 
reports of a man seen with a burning jacket 
in Wychbold Close. 

“I went to the rear of the block, kicked 
open the gate and saw a wheelie bin alight. 
I had no fire extinguisher but to prevent the 
fire taking hold any more I dragged it away 
from the UPVC door. The bin seemed to be 
wedged under the outward opening door so 
anyone trying to escape would be trapped 
inside by the burning bin. 

“The door frame and ledge had melted 
and had I arrived a few minutes later I’ve 
no doubt it would have spread inside the 
premises and could have been fatal.” 


A patrol colleague handed PC Florey a 
fire extinguisher from his car to douse the 
flames. Elmore was arrested just after 4am 
‘shaking and nervous’ wandering along a 
nearby street. 

Pc Florey added: “I’ve worked in front 
line policing for 11 years and, thankfully, 
these incidents don’t happen often.” 

In November Judge Warner sentenced 
Elmore to life with a minimum of 21 years 
for murder. 

He got 11 years for the Southey Close 
arson and eight years for the attack in Wy¬ 
chbold Way. All the sentences will run con¬ 
currently. 


So crazy to think you have 
saved a life, says daughter 


MILISSA Hutchinson says it is 
impossible to put into words the 
feeling of waking up and realising 
you have saved someone’s life. 

And it was not just any life the 
21-year-old had saved. It was the wom¬ 
an who had gifted her with her own 
life. 

When Milissa’s 49-year-old mother 
Mandy needed a life-saving operation after 
her body’s immune system began to attack 
her kidneys, the 21-year-old from Bloxwich 
immediately volunteered to help. 

And on Valentine’s Day, the years of 
motherly love Mandy had given her daugh¬ 
ter was paid back when Milissa underwent 
an operation to donate one of her kidneys. 

“When I came round after the operation, 
I didn’t really think about it,” Millie said. 

“I was in a different world because of all 
the drugs I was on. But the next day I woke 
up and realised what had happened. 

“You can’t explain it. We were on the 
same ward and when I looked at my mom 
she just looked so much better. She looked 
completely different. 

Grateful 

“It’s crazy to think you have saved some¬ 
one’s life, but when it is your mom’s life it’s 
so much better. 

“We just cried when we first saw each 
other. I was with her in hospital but I came 
home on Tuesday, so hopefully she is home 
soon. It was so hard to see her the way she 
was but now were are both grateful for 
what has happened.” 

Millie, who is her mom’s carer, immedi¬ 
ately volunteered to donate a kidney when 
doctors told the family a live donation 
would be possible. 

And while undergoing months of tests 
to see if they were compatible, Millie also 
started up a Facebook page to raise aware¬ 
ness of kidney disease and donation. 

The page now has almost 3,000 likes. 

Her father, Roy, said: “I’m just so proud 
of her. I’m proud of the both of them. 

“At first we were saying there was no way 
she was going to do it but she was insistent. 

“It’s not just the fact that she has done 
it, but also that she is now so determined to 
raise the profile of live donations. 

“For a 21-year-old girl I think that is 
amazing and we are all so proud of her.”

The family have another daughter, Na¬ 
talie, who is currently in America as she is 
bridesmaid at her best friend’s wedding. 

Natalie also has a two-year-old daughter, 
called Tallula. 

Lorry driver Roy said: “It’s a shame the 
way the dates have fallen with Natalie 
being in America but when she gets back 
she is going to go straight to the hospital to 
see her mom.” 

Mandy, who works in Asda, fell ill from 
the rare condition, and was on dialysis for 
more than a year while waiting for the op¬ 
eration. 

Her husband said: “After a pregnancy, 
sometimes cells from the baby stay behind

and then the immune system can decide to 
attack it. 

“That’s basically what happened with 
Mandy and her immune system just kept 
getting more aggressive and attacked her 
kidneys. 

“We knew she had it but it wasn’t that 
bad and then all of a sudden she had kidney 
failure. 

“That was about 16 months ago and she 
had to have dialysis at home to keep her 
going. 

“It was horrible. She is normally such an 
active, fun person to be around. 

“It was like she was a different person. I 
wanted my wife back and the kids wanted 


their mom back. When I saw her after her 
operation you could see straight away she 
looked a lot better. 

“It’s not over yet though. It’s great to 
have Millie back home but I think it will be 
a while until Mandy comes home.” 

Mandy was taken to Walgrave Univer¬ 
sity Hospital in Coventry, where they shut 
down her immune system to allow her to 
have the operation. 

He said: “Because of that they are keep¬ 
ing her in and it’s going to be a long while 
until she’s back to her best. 

“I can’t say enough how amazing the 
staff have been at the hospital. Everyone 
has just been fantastic.”

£359k windfall to boost elderly 


A WINDFALL of £359,000 has been 
secured to extend services for older 
people in Bloxwich and Blakenall. 

The cash will pay for a range of 
social and learning activities to help 
reduce cases of loneliness and feel¬ 
ings of isolation. 

The five-year project at the Stan 
Ball Centre will focus on those aged 
50 and over. Day-to-day care will 
be extended from five to six days 
a week. Adults in need of personal 


care such as showering and feeding 
will also be catered for under the 
new provision. 

A programme of regular activi¬ 
ties, including craft, IT and dance, 
will be arranged alongside weekly 
meet-ups for people wanting to de¬ 
velop friendships. 

Staff say the cash will ensure 
users get the most out of their time 
at the centre and are given the sup¬ 
port to engage as fully as possible. 


The money - which goes to Blox¬ 
wich Community Partnership - has 
come from the Big Lottery Fund. 

Eleanor Boycott, chief executive 
of the partnership, welcomed the 
news. She said: “I’m delighted. It’s 
a great opportunity for older peo¬ 
ple of Bloxwich and Blakenall to 
have access to and be involved in 
activities on their doorstep, with 
the added security of knowing sup¬ 
port is available if they need it. We 


have an excellent staff team work¬ 
ing on the project who will strive 
to improve the lives of older people 
within our community. 

The Stan Ball Centre, in Abbots 
Street, Bloxwich, is one of three 
community centres run by the Blox¬ 
wich Community Partnership. It 
also runs services from the Electric 
Palace, a centre for young people in 
Elmore Row and Blakenall Commu¬ 
nity Centre. 


Public use of school 
facilities set to stop 


A SCHOOL has announced plans to close its 
swimming pool, theatre and football pitches 
to the community at the end of March, leav¬ 
ing groups and organisations weeks to find 
a new venue. 

Brownhills School has provided community pro¬ 
vision for more than 30 years but bosses say it is 


no longer sustainable or 
enough income to cover 
outgoings. 

But groups which use the 
venue and serve hundreds of 
people a week said it came 
as an ‘absolute shock’ when 
they were told the news. 

Headteacher Helen 
Keenan said out of the 700 
pupils at the school, just 
eight of them used the facil¬ 
ities out of hours. 

She said that community 
use had been under review 
each year. 

Ms Keenan said: “Every 
year it’s getting tighter and 
tighter. It’s not sustainable 
or viable. The use locally 
is quite low. It is illegal for 
a school to use its school 
budget to subsidise commu¬ 
nity activities. The commu¬ 
nity has to pay for itself.” 

She said the majority of 
user groups were commer¬ 
cial operations which profit 
from the use of the site. 

“Out of the 700 children 
in the school, only eight use 
it out of hours,” she added. 

She said groups would be 
able to use the site until the 
end of March. But Aqualym- 
pic Swim Schools runs

swimming sessions for up 
to 250 children twice a week 
from the pool and bosses 
have been left scrambling 
around to find a new venue. 

Stuart Wildman, manag¬ 
ing director of the school, 
which formed in 1994 and 
teaches youngsters and 
teenagers, said: “We were 
told about it in January and 
they have given us until 
March 31. It was an absolute 
complete shock. I’ve been at 
that school since 1996.” 

Aqualympic Swim Schools 
currently uses the pool on 
Friday evenings and Satur¬ 
day mornings.

The agencies provide limited banking services under 
Santander’s branding. Previously the bank had looked to 
third-party agents, such as insurance brokers or estate 
agents, to expand its UK network. Now it wants to con¬ 
centrate operations on its own retail branches offering full 
banking. Bank bosses wrote to customers last week advis¬ 
ing them of the decision. The branches are due to close 
between June and September.

The 42-year-old said re¬ 
furbishment work at the 
store in the parade of shops 
in Spring Lane, High Heath, 
was already underway. He 
said: “We took it over in De¬ 
cember and now we’re in the 
middle of major refurbish¬ 
ment.” The new supermar¬ 
ket will open next month.

Towns boosted by nearly 500 extra jobs HU 


ALMOST 500 extra jobs were created in 
towns across Walsall within the last year, 
new figures have revealed. 

The launch of new businesses or relo¬ 
cation and expansion of companies saw 
hundreds of posts created across Bloxwich, 
Darlaston, Willenhall and Aldridge. 

Walsall Council says independent traders 
in the borough have continued to thrive 
with an extra 499 people employed com¬ 
pared to the previous 12 months. However, 
there was a slight drop in jobs in Brown- 
hills. 

The overall upward trend comes despite 
a recent study by the Local Data Company 


which claimed Walsall had the highest 
number of empty shops, with 26.7 per cent 
empty in 2013. But council chiefs criticised 
those figures, insisting major regeneration 
schemes were taking place or were poised to 
start in the town centre in the near future. 

This includes the multi-million pound 
transformation of the Old Square Shopping 
Centre which is due to see Primark and 
Co-op open next year. 

In Bloxwich, a total of 238 jobs were cre¬ 
ated between January and December 2013. 
In total there are now 2,506 people working 
within the town centre. 

This was helped by cleaning and ground 


maintenance firm Pinnacle securing a sig¬ 
nificant contract which saw staffing levels 
rise. 

In Darlaston jobs have risen from 780 
to 916 - an increase of 136 with Scorpions 
Gym having set up and Price Wise doubling 
the size of their retail unit. 

New independent traders have also taken 
over vacant units in Willenhall town centre 
with 102 extra jobs created lifting the total 
from 1,382 to 1,484. 

In Aldridge, the number of jobs within 
the village centre has risen from 1,351 to 
1,390 - an increase of 39 positions. How¬ 
ever, despite 18 new businesses setting up 


in Brownhills there has been an overall de¬ 
crease of 16 positions. The area has been 
hit by the closure of national chains Block¬ 
buster and Cool Trader. 

Regeneration chief councillor Adrian 
Andrew said overall district centres were 
thriving. “Over the last few years we have 
seen a steady increase in the number of new 
businesses setting up in our district centres 
and a continuing upward trend in the num¬ 
ber of new jobs created across the five areas 
year on year,” he said. 

“The key to having successful district 
centres is to ensure there is a wide range 
of retailers offering a variety of services.” 


Borough named as among 
Europe’s best for business 


WALSALL has been ranked among the most 
promising investment locations in Europe, 
according to a new study. 

FDi magazine, a Financial Times publication has 
cited the borough as seventh best region in Europe 
for business friendliness in the small city category, 
to the delight of Walsall business chiefs - appearing 
ahead of Oxford, Geneva in Switzerland and Skopje 

' in Macedonia. 

The Black Country’s Local 
Enterprise Partnership was 
placed 10th with officials 
recognising their expertise 
in drawing finance, invest¬ 
ment and property develop¬ 
ment in the area. 

Stoke-on-Trent and Staf¬ 
fordshire also came in sev¬ 
enth for economic potential 
in the small European re¬ 
gions category, and eighth 
in small European regions 
overall. 

The magazine assessed a 
mixture of data and expert 
opinion to rank European 
cities, towns and regions in 
categories including busi¬ 
ness friendliness, economic 
potential, cost-effective¬ 
ness, infrastructure, labour 
environment, and foreign 
investment strategy. 

Walsall’s regeneration

Fly-tipped rubbish goes up in flames

A LARGE pile of fly-tipped rubbish - 
which included up to 60 tyres - went 
up in flames, sending a thick plume of 
smoke into the Black Country skyline. 

Around 15 tons of rubbish, which 
also included a range of furniture, 
caught light on land next to a derelict 
building in Walsall. 

The heavy smoke from the blaze in 
Bentley Mill Way spread towards the 
M6 and the Black Country Route at 
just after 4pm last Tuesday. 

Two fire crews from Walsall, who 
could see the black smoke as they left 


their town centre station, managed to 
put out the fire within 45 minutes. 

This managed to restrict the impact 
on rush-hour traffic using the main 
commuter routes as some smoke had 
started to spread. It was visible from 
Walsall town centre and Wednesbury. 

Firefighter David Brown said: “We 
left the station and turned onto Wol¬ 
verhampton Road and you could see 
the smoke then. It was thick black 
smoke.” 

He added despite initial calls that 
the building was on fire, it was con¬ 


tained to the rubbish. They remained 
at the scene for just over an hour. 

Among the rubbish which was on 
fire were a settee, cupboard, bed and 
sawdust. The fire did not spread to the 
neighbouring derelict building, which 
is believed to have previously been a 
restaurant. 

It is not confirmed whether the 
tyres and rubbish were deliberately 
set on fire. 

None of the trading businesses 
nearby, Cinammon Court and Chiq- 
uito restaurants, were affected.

Chiefs in pledge: 
We have listened

ADAM BURLING reports 
on Walsall Council’s cuts 
and the controversy they 
are likely to cause 

“WE HAVE listened to what our 
residents wanted” - those were 
the words of council bosses 
as the full scale of £21 million 
budget cuts were laid bare. 

Chiefs in Walsallinsisted their fi¬ 
nal proposals - which have seen a 
number of controversial cost-cut- 
ting plans scrapped - was good news 
for the borough, with council tax 
frozen and libraries, leisure centres 
and day care centres staying open. 

But concerns have been raised that be¬ 
neath the surface some services still face 
devastating cuts with £104m of savings 
needed in the next five years. 

Some £6.82m will go from social care 
and health, £5.1m from children’s ser¬ 
vices, £1.5m from leisure and culture, 
£1.69m from regeneration and transport, 
and £2.3m from resources. 

Consultations 

More than 1,300 people had a say on 
the budget plans in one of the biggest 
consultations ever held in the borough. 

And now chiefs say they have listened 
to the public’s fears and taken action. 

Although some services have been 
saved from the axe the amount of money 
that needs to be saved has not changed 
- and critics say deep cuts will still have 
to be made. 

As part of the moves to slash council 
budgets, domiciliary care in people’s 
homes - including visits from carers - is 
set to be cut to save £lm. 

But bosses insist a ! re-ablement’ ser¬ 
vice which encourages them to be more 
independent will reduce demand. 

And a subsidy to schools for school 
dinners would also be axed and schools 
could also be asked to pick up the tab for 


lollipop men and women at less riskier 
sites or risk the service being with¬ 
drawn, saving £85,000. The cost of a 
blue disabled parking badge would in¬ 
crease from £2 to £10, while short term 
placements for residential care will be 
reduced to save £500,000. The council 
will also introduce ‘personal budgets’ 
into extra-care housing for older people 
to decide what services people need and 
how much they should be charged. 

Chiefs say under the current system 
some are not being charged enough 
and others are getting care they do not 
require. The closure of the residential 


unit at specialist mental health care 
home the Broadway North Resource 
Centre to save £100,000 is also going 
ahead despite opposition from service 
users. Libraries, including the bor¬ 
ough’s main facility in the town centre 
in Lichfield Street, will stay open but 
self service facilities are expected to 
save £2,000 a year. 

Maintenance at cemeteries and play¬ 
grounds will be cut to save £50,000 and 
£49,000 respectively. 

Planned roadworks classed as Tow 
priority’ will also be cancelled to boost 
coffers by £250,000 while the security 


provided at car parks will even be re¬ 
viewed to save £52,000. Among the ser¬ 
vices spared the axe is Walsall Museum 
which had been earmarked for closure to 
save £70,000. 

The move was scrapped after a consul¬ 
tation revealed the public did not sup¬ 
port the plans. 

Councillors have said that the long 
term plan is to open a new heritage 
centre on one site which would bring 
together Walsall Museum, Leather Mu¬ 
seum and Walsall Local History Centre. 
They will now be looking to retain the 
museum until the new centre is opened. 

Councillor Ian Shires, portfolio holder 
for community engagement and volun¬ 
tary sector, said he was pleased that the 
council heeded a call for a major cam¬ 
paign to encourage people to have their 
say. He said: “Overall, we made changes 
to the budget proposals worth around 
£700,000 after listening to the views of 
our residents.” 

Financial 


Democratic Labour councillor for 
Blakenall Pete Smith said he would vote 
against the budget and urged Labour 
opposition councillors to do the same. 
He said he was worried the council was 
‘putting off the inevitable’ with poten¬ 
tial savings of up to £30m to be made the 
following financial year. He said: “These 
cuts will disproportionately hit those 
people towards the bottom of the ladder. 

“Cemeteries, parks, lollipop patrols - 
they are all being cut. You can’t really 
blame Walsall Council - most of the 
blame must rest on the shoulders of the 
coalition Government.” 

But council leader Mike Bird argued: 
“This has not been easy and some tough 
decisions have been made. There’s no 
escaping that. But we’ve worked to ring 
fence as much as we can the things that 
people tell us that they most want us to 
keep.” 


The authority, which currently has 
more than 6,300 workers on the payroll 
including school staff, will have to save 
£104m over the next five years to cope 
with cuts in Government funding.

Witnesses tell of horrific 
moments after collision 


HORRIFIED witnesses to a 
tragic crash have told how 
they rushed to the wrecked 
car and desperately tried 
to help, as neighbours paid 
tribute to the schoolgirl who 
died. 

Natasha Whale, aged 13, was killed 
when the car in which she was trav¬ 
elling was in collision with a school 
coach in Valley Road on Monday 
morning. 

Her mother Shelley, aged 45, re¬ 
mained in a critical condition but 
17-year-old brother Callum, who was 
also in the car, has been released from 
hospital. 

Jackie Simkiss, aged 47, was one of 
the first on the scene and had desper¬ 
ately tried to help the three injured 
occupants of the Renault Clio. After 
dialling 999 she tended to the uncon¬ 
scious woman driver, held the hand of 
the seriously injured schoolboy - and 
tried to help the girl. 

Mother-of-one Jackie said: “The 999 
woman asked me what I could see. I 
saw a lady in the driver’s seat and a 
boy in the passenger’s seat. I touched 
the lady but she wasn’t talking. 

Demolishing 

“The 999 woman told me to lift her 
head back to help her airways. The 999 
lady asked about the boy and I said he 
was talking. I talked to the boy and he 
kept saying ‘I’m going to die, I’m going 
to die’. 

“I told him he wasn’t and that the 
ambulance was on its way and it would 
be fine. I touched his head, I told him 
to keep still and held his hand.” Wal¬ 
sall College cleaner Jackie had also 
tried to help the schoolgirl who had 
been sitting in the back of the car, 
but she was later declared dead at the 
scene. After the collision the coach 
came to rest in the front garden of a 
house, demolishing the wall. 

Heidi Salt, aged 39, a relative of the 
elderly female householder, said: “She 
was in the kitchen fixing breakfast 
when she heard a bang, but at first

Marathon man to run 
in mother's memory 



A SALESMAN is donning his 
trainers to pay tribute to his 
mother who died last year af¬ 
ter suffering from pulmonary 
fibrosis. 

Kevin Broome is running the 
London Marathon on April 13 to 
raise money for the British Lung 
Foundation. The 34-year-old from 
Darlaston is halfway to raising his 
£2,000 target for the charity. 

Judy Broome, who lived in Highley, 
near Bridgnorth in Shropshire, died 
last year aged 56 after a four-year bat¬ 
tle with pulmonary fibrosis, which is 
the formation or development of ex¬ 
cess fibrous connective tissue in the 
lungs. It is also described as ‘scarring 
of the lung’. 

For the last 12 months of her life 
Judy was on oxygen 24 hours a day. 
Her son, who will be running in a 
T-shirt bearing her name, said: “In 
my mind this is the last thing I can do 
for my mum.” 

Leaner 

As well as gaining sponsors, the fa- 
ther-of-one has been losing pounds. 
Since he started training just before 
Christmas at almost 18 stone, he has 
dropped 151b in weight and is feeling 
leaner and fitter. 

“My times have improved since I 
lost weight and I feel a lot healthier,” 
he said. “I run a little bit anyway and 
have done a half-marathon in the past 
but nothing like this distance. I’m now 
training two or three times a week. 
I’m just looking to finish the marathon 
in under six hours..” 

Mr Broome, of Victoria Mews, said 
he has been supported by his work¬ 
mates at The Insert Company in Dar¬ 
laston and fellow members of Aldridge 


Running Club. He said: “There’s a lot 
of running in the rain. It’s a bit daunt¬ 
ing when you set out but I’m used to 
getting soaked now. 

“If it will help people like my mum, 
that’s what it’s all about. I know that 
she will be proud of me as I run, jog, 
walk and crawl my way around 26.2 
miles of our capital city.”

Senior coroner to leave 
after decades of service 


THE man who has served the 
Black Country as its coroner 
for more than 40 years has 
announced his retirement. 

Robin Balmain first began in¬ 
vestigating deaths in 1972. 

But he has announced that he will 
retire from his current position as 
senior coroner for the Black Country 
in September. He said it has been a 
‘great honour’ to serve the area. 

Mr Balmain, who is based at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House, first became the 
assistant deputy coroner for the area 
then known as Sandwell North, cover¬ 
ing West Bromwich, in 1972, working 
part time while he continued in his 
role as a solicitor with Lyon Clark. 

He later became deputy coroner for 
that area, before becoming coroner 
for Sandwell in 2000, after Sandwell 
North had been merged with Sandwell 
South, which covered Smethwick. 

Jurisdiction 

He then became the first Black 
Country coroner in 2005, covering 
Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall. Wol¬ 
verhampton was added to his remit in 
January 2012, meaning he has covered 
one of the largest coronial areas in the 
UK. He is responsible for ascertaining 
the cause of any sudden or suspicious 
deaths. During 2012, the last year for 
which statistics are available, more 
than 4,000 deaths were reported to 
Mr Balmain, and he carried out 520 
inquests. 

Mr Balmain said: “It has been a 
great honour to serve as the first coro¬ 
ner for the Black Country jurisdiction. 

“I am grateful for the support of 
all those I deal with and in particu¬ 
lar Councillor Mahboob Hussain of 
Sandwell Council. I look forward to 
working with my successor to achieve 
a smooth handover.”

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HS2 fears on rail services 


AN ANTI-HS2 campaign group is claiming 
existing intercity services would be cut if 
the controversial rail line goes ahead. 

National campaign group HS2 Action 
Alliance has said a detailed analysis of a 
recent Government business case for the 
scheme reveals some services between Bir¬ 
mingham and London could be cut if the 
new line is built. But the Department for 
Transport has said no decisions on any fu¬ 
ture services have yet been taken. 

HS2 Action Alliance claims people travel¬ 


ling from stations like Erdington into New 
Street will face longer journey times to Lon¬ 
don, as HS2 trains will serve Curzon Street 
station rather than New Street. 

The group has also said they believe jour¬ 
ney times between Birmingham New Street 
and Birmingham International to London 
will be five minutes longer, with one service 
fewer per hour than at present, with one 
extra stop.

' than 200 signatures. 
Objections have been 
voiced about potential noise 
issues, traffic concerns and 
fears that it will create un¬ 
pleasant smells. 

The committee met on 
Friday to discuss a plan of 
action on fighting the pro¬ 
posals. 

Matt Ward, who is chair¬ 
man of the committee, said: 
“People are angry that there 
has been a lack of consulta¬ 
tion.

As our funding from 
Government continues to decrease we will have fewer staff 
therefore we will be able to do less, but we will make sure 
that we do the best with what we have got.

It comes after they re¬ 
ceived £3,200 form Walsall 
Housing Group and were 
also given donations from 
the area’s police community 
support officers. 

Support 

The group for people who 
have lost limbs and also 
for their families meets at 
its base in Darlaston All 
Active, Willenhall Road, 
on Wednesdays between 
9.30am and 2pm. 

There are more than half- 
a-dozen regular amputees 
aged from their 30s to 70s 
who attend. 

The doors are open to 
new people who can receive 
support when they might be 
feeling low or who to turn to 
if they need any transport 


or assistance with home im¬ 
provements. 

Mr Felton said they were 
committed to helping oth¬ 
ers. 

“With an amputee they 
can talk to doctors but you 
find the best thing you can 
do is talk to another ampu¬ 
tee,” he said. 

“When they talk to other 
people and other members 
of the group it is an inspira¬ 
tion for them. 

“The support group is not 
just for the amputees but 
their families as well.” 

Mr Felton from Willen¬ 
hall had his leg amputated 
below the left knee in Feb¬ 
ruary last year. 

His ankle was crushed in 
a fall in April 2011 and mul¬ 
tiple infections prevented it 
from heeling.

Tem¬ 
pers flared as they discussed the recent 
floods, with Mr Eustince being heckled 
by onlookers in the packed out hall for 
defending the Government’s response. 

Mr Vaz was quick to attack the 
Government about its handling of the 
floods saying people had been left in 
‘appalling condtions.’ 

But it was Miss Duffy who caused 
the most controversy after saying the 
Government should spend less on pro¬ 
jects abroad. She said: “There are pro¬ 
jects such as the Pakistani educational 
network system that the Government 
is spending £300 million on. We have 


got a disaster here at home and that 
project could be put on hold while the 
money is spent on flood defences.” 

While some audience members ap¬ 
plauded, there were others who booed. 
Other topics of the night included the 
bedroom tax. One Walsall resident 
asked the panel for their views on the 
policy after declaring only four per 
cent of houses in Walsall have one 
bedroom. 

Mr Dimbleby said the people of Wal¬ 
sall had asked some ‘great questions.’ 
He added: “The audience were very 
warm and welcoming and engaged in 
a good debate. We even had some heck¬ 
lers which I love.”

Unknown soldier mystery is solved

AN unknown soldier, whose 
picture was found during a 
clear-out at a Great Wyrley 
home has been identified. 

Doreen Cornock recognised the 
man in uniform as her uncle Tom 
Wootton. 

Great Wyrley Local History Society 
had appealed for help after the soldier 
could not be identified. The picture 
was discovered in the attic of Thomas 
Parson’s home in the village. None of 
the family recognised the subject, but, 
thanks to Mrs Cornock, nee Dunn, it 
turned out it to be her uncle, Mr Par¬ 
son’s cousin. 

Mr Wootton was born in 1895 to 
Tom and Ruth Wootton in Great 


Wyrley. In the 1911 census Tom was 
16-years-old and an edge tool maker. 

At the onset of the First World War, 
Tom, his brother jack and their cousin 
enlisted in the Medical Corps. 

A History Society spokesman said: 
“They were strong Primitive Meth¬ 
odists and would not bear arms. This 
is the uniform Tom is wearing in the 
picture.” 

Friends 

Taking up the story, she added: “In 
1925 Tom emigrated to Australia. He 
sailed from London aboard the Or¬ 
mond. Although a trained blacksmith 
he was hoping to farm, but the land he 
was allocated was of very poor quality, 
so he decided to make for Perth. He 


met many Aborigines on his way, mak¬ 
ing friends and working with them. 

“Eventually he arrived in Perth and 
took a job as a supervisor in the Royal 
Showground, Claremont. Tom was a 
qualified judge of pedigree cats and 
rabbits.” 

While in Australia, Tom married 
Annie, who had emigrated to Australia 
with her parents as a child. 

His wife had two children from her 
first marriage, to a soldier who had 
been killed in the war. They had no 
children of their own. 

Tom lived until his late 60s but died 
in an ‘accident’ with a shot gun. It was 
thought he was climbing over a fence 
when he tripped and fell and the gun 
fired, killing him instantly.

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Childcare expert’s honour 

THE founder of a nursery chain has received an honorary 
university doctorate.

Born in Walsall, he started his career almost 40 years 
ago as a school teacher. He started by opening his own day 
care nursery in 1983 in Lichfield. Now the largest childcare 
provider in the country, Busy Bees operates 213 nurseries 
throughout the UK and employs over 7,000 staff. 


Teen thug 
in gang of 
muggers is 
locked up 

A MUGGER who helped attack and rob a 
group of young people near a library has 
been locked up for three years. 

Teenager Shabir Khan was one of a gang of four 
robbers looking for trouble and turning violent after 
harassing girls on the steps of a library. Two male 
victims in the group were kicked and punched. One 
was kicked unconscious and robbed of cash and a 


mobile phone. 

Meanwhile his friend had 
an iPod taken, while an¬ 
other was left bleeding from 
the ears from kicks. 

Three of the gang were 
jailed by a judge last Au¬ 
gust, but the fourth, Khan, 
was given a longer term of 
detention because he tried 
to deny it. Khan, now aged 
18, of Bloxwich Road, Wal¬ 
sall eventually admitted two 
charges of robbery and one 
of attempted robbery over 
the incident outside Burton 
Library. 

Judge Michael Elsom told 
him: “You know what the 
likely sentence is going to 
be . . . those who set about 
people in the street and rob 
them must expect long sen¬ 
tences.” 

Considerable 

Of the other robbers, 
Anees Hanif, aged 19, of 
Norfolk Road, Burton and 
Junaid Ali, also 19, of Shob- 
nall Street, Burton were 
each sent to youth custody 
for 32 months, while Hamad 
Yaqoob, aged 17, of Shobnall 
Street got two years deten¬ 
tion. All pleaded guilty at 
the first opportunity. 

Mr Paul Spratt, prose¬ 
cuting, told Stafford Crown 
Court that when a male 
member of the group told 
the gang to clear off, they 
turned violent. “Without 
warning he was kicked full 
in the face with considera-

ble force and knocked out, 
his head banging against 
the wall,” he said. One man 
handed over his £400 phone 
and wallet which contained 
£30 in cash. The money was 
taken out and the wallet 
flung back at him. A woman 
was not manhandled, but 
her iPod was stolen, while 
another man was punched 
and kicked to the head and 
spine, leaving one of his ears 
bleeding internally. 

Mr Spratt said Khan 
played a significant role in 
the robberies, delivering at 
least one of the kicks and 
gesturing to people to hand 
over their goods. When 
questioned after arrest 
Khan made no comment, 
even after being shown 
CCTV footage. 

Police had to use facial 
recognition technology to 
identify him. His mobile 
phone also showed he had 
travelled from Walsall to 
Burton the night of the rob¬ 
beries, January 4 last year. 

Mr Dean Kershaw, de¬ 
fending, said: “A large 
amount of alcohol had been 
taken - three bottles of 
vodka between the four of 
them, so one can imagine 
the state they must have 
been in.” Khan was not 
party to the initial violence, 
but joined in after about a 
minute, he added. 


From tunes to 
tongs as shop 
set for revamp 


A LANDMARK former 
Midland music shop, which 
closed in 2012, is to reopen 
as a hair and beauty salon, 
creating six jobs. 

Musically Yours in Wal¬ 
sall Road closed as a victim 
of the recession after trad¬ 
ing for almost 30 years. 

Workmen are currently 
refurbishing the building 
before it opens as Crayg 
Ward, a hair and beauty 
salon, on March 9. 

Hednesford North Coun¬ 
cillor Sheila Cartwright will 
cut the ribbon. 

Mr Ward, who is 23 and 
has been a hairdresser for 
the past eight years, said: 
“We’re spending about 
£40,000 on refurbishing the 
building and turning into a 


hair and beauty salon. My 
parents bought the shop as 
a long-term investment.” 

Mr Ward said there would 
be six members of staff in 
total working at the salon. 
The popular music shop clo¬ 
sed in May 2012. Hundreds 
queued to bag a bargain 
when the store sold off its 
old stock at bargain prices. 

Musically Yours had been 
trading for 28 years before 
it shut, with bosses blaming 
the recession for a decline 
in trade. A clearance sale of 
its stock took place with up 
to 75 per cent off all retail 
prices. 

They included guitars, 
ukuleles, violins, drums, 
cymbals and other percus¬ 
sion instruments.

Methodists say fond farewell to 
church after more than 160 years 


WORSHIPPERS at a church that 
has been a focal point of the 
community for more than 160 
years bowed out with a celebra¬ 
tion service after being forced to 
close its doors due to a dwindling 
congregation and rising running 
costs. 

New Invention Methodist Church 
was set up in the 1840s with the first 
meetings held in cottages. 

The original chapel was built in Lichfield 
Road in 1851, but as attendance grew the 
existing red brick building on the opposite 
side of the road opened for worship in 1898. 

Despite the sadness of closing down 
they held a thanksgiving service attended 
by more than 130 people to celebrate its 
ministry in the community for well over a 
century. 

In its heyday the Sunday school was 
60-children strong with sports, Bible quiz¬ 
zes and uniformed activities a popular draw. 

Church member Brian Cadman explains:

“Over the last 10 years the church has con¬ 
sidered many proposals for future devel¬ 
opment and a means of continuing on the 
site but in the end the church council took 
the decision to close - defeated by a rapidly 
declining and ageing congregation and in¬ 
creasing financial burdens. 

“The council recognised that a regular 
congregation of on average 20 could not 
roduce the £500 plus per week needed to 
eep the church open, pay the bills, main¬ 
tain the building and plan developments 
making it fit for the 21st century. 

“The church itself was in need of re¬ 
wiring, new heating and had some dry rot 
problems and the organ needed a £20,000 
restoration. 

“The main church building has not been 
used for worship for more than two years 
as the heating system was old, inefficient 
and unreliable, and could not be used for 
the final service because of these problems.” 

Despite ups and downs regular activities 
had included a Sunday School, Boys and 


Girls Brigade meetings, Zumba and yoga 
clubs, table tennis group and a senior cit¬ 
izens’ luncheon club. 

The hall was wrecked in an arson attack 
in April 1989 and at the time members 
launched a successful £100,000 appeal to 
rebuild it. 

Mr Cadman added: “The fire damaged 
about two-thirds of the Sunday school 
building. 

“The interior was all destroyed included 
the doors and the roof.” 

Sadness 

It took around two years for the con¬ 
gregation to raise the £100,000 needed to 
rebuild it. Letters were written to local 
business appealing for donations and fund¬ 
raising events were held at the church. 

“The closure of the church has been 
greeted with sadness and some criticism - 
mainly from sources who do not appreciate 
the huge costs in maintaining a large site, 
but it is true to say that a small team of 
dedicated members have worked tirelessly 
to raise money just to keep going,” Mr Cad¬ 


man added. They are now attending other 
Methodist churches in Essington, Bloxwich 
and Short Heath after closing at the end of 
last year. 

A two-day celebration featured a well at¬ 
tended exhibition of memorabilia and pho¬ 
tographs of the church’s history followed by 
the final service. 

Memorabilia include a cup and saucer set 
from when the church first opened in the 
1800s. A trowel used to lay the foundation 
stone at the church was also included in the 
display, as well as photographs charting the 
history of the Boys Brigade group that met 
at the church. 

In 2010 the church was targeted by metal 
thieves three times in the space of as many 
months, leaving members having to fork 
out hundreds of pounds in repairs. 

The church had to spend £600 in roof 
repairs after lead was plundered from the 
main hall and storage buildings in the 
grounds in one attack. 

The costly repairs came at a bad time for 
the church as it was trying to raise £5,000 
for a new central heating system.

I ary Berry may be 78, an age 
when most people are 
concentrating on relaxing 
rather than reaching the peak of their 
career, but she’s bigger and more 
popular than ever. 

And it’s all down to one little 
programme - The Great British Bake 
Off. 

Nobody could have foreseen 
what a phenomenon that show would 
end up being, and how it would 
suddenly turn Mary into a national 
treasure. 

Okay, so long-standing foodies were 
already aware of her thanks to her 
recipe books and earlier TV 
experiences, but none of those 
brought her the same kind of 
exposure as the Bake Off did. 

She’ll be back for a new run of that 
later in the year when the show 
moves to BBC1, but for now, 
she’s on BBC2 again, this time 
presenting six-part series, in which 
she offers tips for nervous cooks from 
her own kitchen. 

Mary hopes to inspire people to 
prepare meals for both everyday and 
special occasions, including meals 


that will appeal to every member of 
the family, young and old. 

As ever, Mary delivers her advice in 
her firm but fair, gentle yet easy-to- 
understand way - and she likes to 
keep it straightforward, too. 

“First of all, you have to decide what 
you’re going to do,” she says when 
asked for advice on what to cook for a 
dinner party. 

“Go simple and don’t try something 
you haven’t done before. It’s a good 
idea to have the first course and the 
pud chilled, and then you can 
concentrate on the main meal. 

“I don’t want anything last-minute 
because anything can happen. I do try 
to plan, because I want to be with my 
guests. It’s all about them, and they 
don’t want to see you stressed. 

And if you’re in the kitchen cooking 
with them, they can watch you, and 
people like that.” 

Unlike some TV chefs, she 
doesn’t like to bombard viewers with 
ingredients they may never have 
heard of: “It’s very important that the 
recipes work and contain 
ingredients that everybody can buy 


from their local supermarkets.” 

Amen to that! 

She kicks off the series by offering 
ideas for a traditional tea party. You’ll 
certainly never look at sandwiches in 
the same way again, and will be 
rushing out to buy the ingredients to 
make Mary’s mouth-watering bite- 
sized scones too. 

Her granddaughters also make a 
guest appearance while helping her 
make orange butterfly cakes. 

As for Mary’s dream guests, who 
would she choose? Alongside her 
beloved family, she has a very special 
couple in mind. 

“I would like to have the Duke and 
Duchess and Cambridge,” she smiles. 
“I did actually meet them while 
working with the charity Child 
Bereavement UK. It would be lovely to 
cook for them because one day he’s 
going to be the king of England. 

“I know what they like, because they 
use my cookery books. I’d have to do 
a pudding with brandy for Katherine 
and William, I think, would like tallagio 
chicken. They are in very good shape 
so I wouldn’t want to go too 
overboard!”

Left for Dead by the Yorkshire Ripper

Be warned: this won’t make for easy viewing.

Thanks to its authentic police procedural action, 
the first series of this tense drama is one of the 
more compelling examples of its genre we have 
seen in a long while. This series has been 
progressing at a real pace, and tonight sees Arnott 
uncover evidence that a tracker had been planted 
on one of the vehicles in the police convoy which 
was ambushed. Sole survivor Lindsay Denton, 
meanwhile, implies that Deputy Chief Constable 
Dryden was embroiled in a wider conspiracy - and 
when a series of video recordings made by the 
witness while in protective custody are discovered, 
it’s not long before the AC-12 officers begin to 
realise she’s right - but it may be 
too late as she’s in danger.

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Warm to ways for cut in 
energy and home bills 

WITH energy bills at record 
levels, the Heating Helpline 
has some energy saving ad¬ 
vice on ways to improve in¬ 
sulation and lower bills. 

Around 60 per cent of the ener¬ 
gy used in the home is for heat¬ 
ing - for most households that’s 
many hundreds of pounds spent 
per year just to keep it warm. 

B&ES, the Building & Energy Ser¬ 
vices Association, who operate the free 
consumer advice service the Heating 
Helpline, say too few households take 
sufficient measures to fully insulate 
their homes. This means a lot of en¬ 
ergy - and money - is simply wasted. 

Yet there are simple steps to take, 
some costing very little, that can help 
keep the warmth in, so there is much 
less need to crank up the thermostat. 

Here are the Heating Helpline’s 
top 10 list of tips 

1. If you have less than 10cm of in¬ 
sulation in your loft you’ll be wasting 
energy. Top the insulation up to 27cm 
and you could save over £150 a year. 

2. Since the 1930s, most houses 
have been built with an air cavity be¬ 
tween two outer walls. Get this gap 
filled with insulating foam and you 
could save up to £200 a year on bills. 

3. Floorboards lose a lot of heat. 

Insulation seal between the gaps can 
save you about £25 per year. 

4. Insulate your hot water cylin¬ 
der. Fitting a British Standard jacket 
around your cylinder will cut heat 
loss by over 75 per cent and save you 
around £40 a year - more than the 
cost of the jacket. 

5. Lagging all your hot water pipes 
could also save you more than £25 a 
year. 

6. Badly-fitted doors and windows 
mean avoidable heat loss.

Chevrolet 
Captiva is 
on route to 
a new era 

Get behind the wheel of the Captiva and the 
raised driving position that SUV customers 
love so much is present and correct, writes 
Andy Enright. 

The original Captiva featured Chevrolet’s first die¬ 
sel engine of the modern era and though that 150PS 
2.0-litre unit was a decent first effort, what was just 
about acceptable back in 2007 was sounding dis¬ 
tinctly rough three years on. 

So its replacement in 2011 with the 2.2-litre engine still 
used here was timely. The entry-level front-driven Captiva 
has a 163PS version of this unit, but most AWD versions 
have the torquier 184PS derivative we tried, good for rest 
to 60 in 9.3 seconds on the way to 124mph in manual form 
or 9.8 seconds and 118mph if the slight clunkiness of said 
gearchange causes you instead to opt for the redesigned 
six-speed automatic transmission. 

It’s nice to have the extra power, but what we noticed more 
from this engine on the move is its greater refinement. You 
do feel the kerb weight of nearly two tonnes as you thread 
your way through tight bends, but it’s nothing you couldn’t 
quite happily live with should the need arise to hurry along 
your progress. 

The on-demand all-wheel drive underpinnings aren’t 
changed in any significant respect but then they didn’t need 
to be. 

It isn’t a Land Rover-rivalling set-up, aimed more at mud¬ 
dy car parks than mountains, but useful approach and de¬ 
parture angles, Hill Start Assist to get you up steep slopes 
and Hill Descent Control to help you down them all mean 
that this car should be able to handle almost anything most 
owners will come across. 

Enhanced 

Since 2011, this car has made a more powerful visual 
statement, something which Chevrolet hopes to have fur¬ 
ther enhanced with a range of small but significant aesthetic 
tweaks. 

So there are now LED tail lamps, angular chrome exhaust 
tips and a remodelled bumper. 

Up front, there’s a smarter lower bumper and a revised 
grille mesh as well as restyled fog lamps. Stylish 18in alloy 
wheels hope to further enhance the Captiva’s road pres¬ 
ence. 

As for luggage space, it’s predictably mean at 97-litres 
with all seven seats occupied, though the separately-open¬ 
ing rear window is a neat touch, meaning that you don’t 
need to lug up the rear tailgate if all you want to do is to 
throw in a sportsbag. 

If you do need space for bigger items, you’ll find up to 
769 litres of fresh air is on offer when, more typically, you’re 
not using the occasional third row of seats. And the five-seat 
version that doesn’t have them adds to that further with an 
additional storage compartment under the boot floor. 

If you’re able to fold the 50:50 split-folding second row of 
seating down as well to create a completely flat loadfloor, 
then you’ll increase your luggage capacity to a useful 1,577 
litres. 

The Captiva’s pricing, sitting in the £21,500 to £31,500 
bracket, is a mark of the importer’s confidence in what these 
days is certainly a much better product. 

Whichever Captiva you choose - front or all-wheel drive, 
with 163PS or 184PS versions of the 2.2-litre diesel engine 
-you should find your car to be decently equipped. 

There’s now keyless start and entry, plus a dual-zone cli¬ 
mate system, an ambient lighting package and heated rear 
seats provide extra comfort on select specifications. 

Even the entry-level front-driven 163PS five-seat version 
comes complete with air conditioning, Bluetooth compati¬ 
bility for your mobile phone, a six-speaker MP3 CD system 
with an AUX-in point, an eight-way adjustable driver’s seat, 
rain sensing wipers, roof rails, 17in alloys, power folding mir¬ 
rors, an alarm immobiliser and electric windows all round. 

Improved 

It’s a mark of modern engineering that though 2.2-litre 
184PS 4WD versions of this Captiva are 25 per cent more 
powerful than their pre-2011 150PS 2.0-litre predecessors, 
they’re also a good deal more economical, with a combined 
cycle fuel figure that’s improved from a so-so 38.2mpg to 
a more acceptable 44.1 mpg. Not surprisingly, you’ll better 
that further in the minority interest front-driven 163PS ver¬ 
sion of this car, which delivers 45.5mpg. 

It’s a similar story with emissions, with the 184PS ver¬ 
sion of this modern Euro5 compatible 2.2-litre diesel emit¬ 
ting 170g/km against its predecessor’s 197g/km. Choose 
the front-wheel drive 163PS model and this figure drops to 
164g/km, so like the more powerful version, you’ll find it in 
the 26 per cent BIK band. 

What else? Well residual values are about midfield for a 
family 4x4 of this type, with a predicted figure of around 38 
per cent of new value after three years. 

And insurance costs should be competitive, with group¬ 
ings on the 1-50 scale starting at 27 for the entry-level ver¬ 
sion and rising no higher than 32 for most mainstream mod¬ 
els. 

And if you’ve got any doubts at all about buying into the 
Chevrolet brand, then five years of free servicing, break¬ 
down cover and warranty should put them at rest.
